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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

-First, applicant argued that Rogers does not disclose the inherency feature of subscriber's information. In reply, application is directed to 
figure 7-step 701 , col. 12, lines 26-29, whereine user requesting a video request to a switch (the user's request would have had the user's 
information so that the switch would know whom requesting the video request). 

-Second, applicant argued that Rogers does not disclose a list of available channels. In reply, applicant is directed to figure 7-step 702, 
col. 12, lines 30-39, wherein the switch sending a list of available (video) programs to user (the one requested the video request via step 
701-figJ). 

-Third, applicant argued that Rogers does not disclose identifying the IP multicast group assigned to each identified channel. In reply, 
applicant is directed to figure 7, steps 703 & 704, col. 12, lines 40-50, wherein the user selected a program from the list of available 
channels and sent that selection to the switch and the switch then connected the selected program to the user's line (identified channel). 
Also, in figure 2a, Rogers further discloses other video sources such as broadcast television, VCRs, camaras, or any other type of video 
signal can be input to the crosspoint switches 250 for subsequent connection to one of the telephone modems/diplexers 241-243. Thus, 
Rogers would have been capable of broadcasting a program to multiple users upon users's selected program. 
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
